Show Lavishly and Put it on the Road.

One of the most remarkable spendthrifts this coun- 
try hag ever known was the man who called himself 
Coal Oil Johnny, but whose right name was John W. 
Steele, Oil was discovered on the old homestead, near 
Rouseville, Pa., and the first thing be knew he had 
$300,000 in cash and an income of $3,000a week. Fora 
man who could scarcely write his name that was a 
pretty good meal ticket. He first broke out at Rouse- 





the city, having at its head the victoria bearing Steele 
in his blue-velvet clothes, the converted “nighthawk”’ 
on the box seat, and at his side the impressive figure of 
the ““Majah,”’ for many years to come one of the most 
picturesque impressions in our city life. 

Two incidents rise conspicuously out of the throng 
which marked the spendthrift’s career in Philadelphia. 
One day he stopped in at the Continental, when the

ville, then he went to Titusville. After that he gave 
Oil City a whirl, and he finally landed in Pittsburg 
where his real career began. 

He appeared to the guests of the old Monongahela 
House in a coat of blue velvet, giving the head waiter 
who had ushered him to a seat a $100 bill and his im- 
mediate servitor a fifty when he put down the soup, 
anda second fifty when the meal was finished, His 
first public sensation was at a music hall when he 
stepped from his box on to the stage and said to the 
black-face comedian : 

“Sing that again, here is a thousand.” 

From this resort he drove to the Sanitary Fair, being 
held in one of the large halls, reaching the floor as 
some one was making a patriotic appeal ‘for the con- 
tribution of one day’s income !” 

“Here you are, sir,”’ and pushing through a gaping 
crowd, which easily parted, he handed up five $500 
bills, 

“What name, sir?” 

“Put it down to ‘Coal Oil Johnny,’”’ thus coining the 
sobriquet which was never effaced. He 
nized by a Venango county man. 

“John, we want a soldiers’ monumentin Franklin.” 

Steele searched his pockets. 

“That is all the change I have,’’ and he passed over 
$2,800. 

There was an older man in Pittsburg who resolved to 
exploit this youthful and reckless son of Helios. His 
name was Seth Slocum, and he commanded Just those 
powers to open stage doors, and to penetrate the inner- 
most recesses of the concert hall which would appeal 
in a compelling way to a profligate spirit. Behold, 
therefore, this matchless young spendt!rift, under his 
tutelage, and the champagne rout which ensued when 
to callfor one bottle smacked of penury and only a 
basket was the real thing. Undersuch expert admin- 
istration there formed about bim a great company of 
parasites to fawn upon him, and to humbly accept the 
diamonds and gold pieces—even when gold was 215 !— 
and strips of the “long green.’’ What more logical 
that all this horde of leeches, decked out in the best 
tailor-made at his expense, should be quartered at the 
Monongahela—that decent people fled from it, and that 
a covetous management was forced at length to say: 

“Your absence is more to be desired than your com- 
pany ?”’ 

Then the preparations for the conquest of Philadel- 
phia, which loomed upon the horizon of Steele’s im- 
agination as the promised land.

As sgon as it could be prepared a huge sign was 
raised across the reading room windows (afterward 
Helmbold’s drugstore) with this inscription: ‘Open 
House To-day ! Everything Free! All Are Welcome!” 
Even a dull fancy can paint the mob besieging this 
hostelry for twenty-four hours, where flowed a virtual 
river of wine. Adding the cost of the frolic to bis per- 
sonal gifts, this hotel experiment cost him $25.000. 
Directly upon his return to the Girard Kingsley 
brought back the Continental into its hitherto decorous 
channel and reinstated the clerk. This act so incensed 
Steele that he agreed to indemnify Kanaga for the ex- 
pense of running the Girard at half rate, and for thirty 
days this fierce com petition severely tried the resources 
of the new management of the Continental, 

Among his less reprehensible diversions was his 
princely gifts to concert saloon dancers and minstrel 
performers for whom he had a special liking. Meet- 
ing Cool Burgess casually he said: 

“You want something in that scarf,” and taking him 
into Kelley’s jewelry store, added: ‘Choose !”’ 

Burgess was not so weak but what he could choose a 
$1,500 diamond. A crowd of men followed him into a 
Ninth street saloon. 

“All the champagne you men can drink out of your 
hats.”’ , 

And when they had drunk out of and battered the 
tiles he marched them into Oakford’s and dressed their 
heads anew at $20 per. Being caught on Arch street in 
a rain he spied a cab. 

‘Take me to the Girard.” 

“This cab’s engaged.’’ 

“Is it engaged now ?” shoving a $100 bill into the 
driver’s hand.

lord enterprise, gave it from Klemm’s famous Market | 


street store the finest possible orchestral outfit, but he 
bought a locomotive, baggage car and two sleeping 
cars, to make it the tirst of traveling companies with 
such an equipment. When the organization started on 
this career of sumptuous travel it was estimated that 
Steele had spent $200,000 In less than two months, 

At Saratoga, where he gambled while the minstrels 
played, and where John Morrissey took from him 
$10,000 in one sitting, an old man came up to him, and, 
laying bis hand upon bis shoulder, said: 

“Do not forget the words of Franklin—' Always tak- 
ing out of the meal tub and never putting in soon 
comes to the bottom.’”’ 

Whereat Steele rose up: 

“Gentlemen, under my new lease I am getting $5,000 
a week’’—which was a somewhat extravagant enlarge- 
ment of the real figures—‘‘and if you think I've got to 
the bottom of the tub there isa roll of $50,000. Let me 
tell you, one and all, that I once hauled oil ten miles in 
Venango County, and if worst comes to woret I'll haul 
it again,” a saying which was prophetic. 

At Utica the minstrel company went on a two weeks’ 
carouse, he paying the bills and the estimated receipts 
for the fortnight; and the way to far-off Chicago was 
dotted all along by these excesses. In that city, when 
he heard that the splendid Crosby Opera House, the 
finest extant in America, could not be leased for ‘a 
nigger show,” be is said to have driven up in state 
and to have planked down a mass of $200,000 before the 
owner. 

“Will you lease it now for a benefit ?”’ 

“No,” was the answer, “but I will give it.” 

All meteors, astronomers: say. eventually find the 
earth. Steele did, in 1867, In three years he bad 
squandered $500,000, and, when he least expected it, the 
oll ceased running on the old farm; the stream had 
dried up. When he had no more money and all credit 
was exhausted the parasites dropped off like gnats 
from a bloodless carcass. His wife bad managed to 
get $50,000 from him, but the bank in which she de- 
posited it failed. By the sale of some jewels he had 
sent her she managed to own a modest little home, but 
Steele did not, like the prodigal of old, immediately re- 
turn. Like one awakening from a debauch, there was 
a hazy memory that at times and places he had left 
packages of money for safekeeping. He began to re- 
trace his steps. At Oil City he discovered a trunkful of 
old clothes, and in the pockets $5,000. The ardor of 
speculation seized him, and within a week it was gone. 
Instead of despair there came the inspiration of work. 
He would get back to Philadelphia. He could drive 
the stage for the Girard, but Kanaga said: 

“Your creditors have filed their claims against your 
estate, for a Pittsburg Court has adjudged you bank- 
rupt, and you had better get back to the oil country.”

Three Nights of Fighting at New Orleans Saw the Downfall of Sullivan and the 
Finish of Two Other Clever Mitt Artists. 


There has been some rather good fighting during the 
past year and some of the best men in the game have 
figured in the ring. 

The boxing promoter has before his eyes continually 
a vision of open clubs in every big city from New York 
to the Pacific Coast, but even if that were so it Is hardly 
likely there would ever be a repetition of that great 
pugilistic carnival held in New Orieans in September 
of 1892, when three championships were decided within 
three nights, In point of purses, bets, attendance and 
fierceness of battles no series of pugilistic events were 
ever staged which equaled the great glove show at 
New Orleans. 

The championships decided were the heavyweight, 
lightweight and featherweight. Sullivan surrendered 
his long-held Corbett, Jack McAulifle 
beat Billy Meyer, the Streator Cyclone, for lightweight 
honors, and Dixon retained the featherweight 
tide in a batile with Jack Skelly. 

The last fight took place Tuesday night, 
Sept. 6, 1892. Monday night the lghtweights had it 
out, and Wednesday night Suilivan sank to defeat 
before Corbett.

The Rugged Western Fighter had the 
Philadelphian in a Bad Way.

By reason of his superior ruggedness and barder 
hitting ability, John Wille, of Chicago, had a shade on 
Philadelphia Jack O’Brien in the windup at the 
National A. C., Philadelphia, Pa., Nov. 8 It was one of 
the hardest bouts which O’Brien has ever figured in, 
and that he stayed the limit was due solely to his con- 
summate generalship in the last round, when he came 
within an ace of turning defeat into victory. That 
O’Brien holds Wille cheaply was shown by the fact 
that he did not insist that the latter do weight. 

It was evident after the middle of the first round that 
Wille proposed to wade in, to take all chances on what 
O’Brien might send out with the hope of etting his 
punches home. Wille took punch after punch about 
the face, but with the exception of a swelling over the 
right eye, be did not appear much the worse for his 
bout. 

The trouble with him was with his wind. At the end 
of each round he seemed to lose a bit of steam and 
power, while O'Brien appeared to get better toward the 
end of the rounds. But invariably at the beginning of 
rounds Wille came up strong, the minute’s rest 
bim much more good than it did O’Brien. Ontwo 
different occasions during the bout O'Brien inadvert- 
ently hit Wille while the latter was still on the mat, 
but it was so obviously unintentional that Referee Mc- 
Guigan let it go. 

At the beginning of the first round Wille took the 
initiative—a straight left for the face, which fell short. 
His next attempt was a swing, which fell around 
O’Brien’s neck. O’Brien came back with a hard right 
on the wind, and there wasa clinch. Suddenly Wille 
changed his tactics. Disregarding all science, he sailed 
in with a swinging left toward O’Brien’s body. The 
first that he landed had a visible effect on O’Brien, 
which was not concealed by the latter’s grin.

If Corbett shows anything lice 
his old-time form and Nelson lives upto his reputation 
usa punisher the pugilistic sharps expect to witness a 
repetition of the Lavigne-Walcott fight, which was one 
of the greatest battles under Marquis of Queensberry 
rules in the past twelve years, There are no better 
mutched pugilists in the ring to-day in point of build 
and strength, In fact, they are almost alike as regards 
style and execution, Both use a sort of a crouch and 
ure possessed of that aggressiveness which calls for 
constant action in the ring. There is not much to 
choose between them in punching power. They can 
knock # man out with either hand, and when it comes 
to vameness it is a toss-up who is the pluckier. Nelson 
ix practically a newcomer, yet for the time he has been 
in the business he has done enough to warrant more 
thun passing consideration, Since Nelson began to 
show his realform be has put away two dangerous 
rivals—Eddie Hanlon and Martin Canole, The former 
fought Corbett a twenty-round draw, and Canole also 
met Jimmy Britt a like number of rounds, 

In facing Corbett, Nelson will have to be at his best. 
Corbett is a fighter to the backbone, and does not mind 
a punch or two as long as he can get one home himself. 
He is really in his element when he is being punched. 
Terry McGovern, when the pair fought in Hartford, 
smashed Corbett clean on the Jaw in the first round. 
The blow was delivered straight from the shoulder, and 
had such power behind it that Terry almost fell down 
from his own exertion. Corbett was sent spinning 
across the ring and was groggy. But when Corbett re- 
covered it made bim fight all the flercer, and in the 
next round he handed McGoverna beauty right which 
rendered McGovern unconscious for the first time in 
his career. As to being able to take punishment, Nel- 
son is not so faraway. It was bis capacity for taking a 
beating that aided him to whip Canole and Hanlon. 
Almost to the finish of the encounters Nelson was the 
receiver-general, His opponents dealt him some hard 
blows, and the spectators at these mills marveiled at 
the way Nelson stood the gruelling. When Canole and 
Hanlon got tired punching him, Nelson set about and 
showed his calibre. He waded in and without any 
warning knocked his men out.

Iie is proportionately built, and was 
awarded the physical culture prize for the best developed 
athlete in Denmark three years in succession. While

Efforts Will Be Made to Legalize 
This Popular Sport. 


i 


One of the results of the recent election in New York 
State will be an effort on the part of certain prominent 
lawmakers to bave enacted by the incoming legislature, 
a law to permit boxing in the Empire State. This 
measure will be a conservative and carefully thought- 
out bill permitting limited round boxing contests as in 
the halcyon days of the Horton law. This bill will 
show surprising elements of strength, and will have 
behind it in more or less active advocacy many of the 
leading men of New York and other cities of the State. 

The condition of affairs which forbids to red-blooded 
men the enjoyment of the sport of sports, the most 
virile and masculine of all Anglo-Saxon pastimes, is 
fast becoming intolerable. There is notaclub in New 
York in which one does not hear repeatedly a fervent 
wish that there was a boxing show that might be at- 
tended as in the good days of the Lenox and Broadway 
Athletic Clubs and their sister organizations at Mas- 
peth, Coney Island, Westchester and Brooklyn. 

All strenuous sports flourish in America, and all 
have a record of injury and an occasional fatality. 
Polo, baseball and football have counted their victims 
in considerable numbers this year, but the sufferers, 
whether they live or die, were popular heroes in the 
sets which support these recreations, and the other 
players were smiled upon as vigorous youngsters. per- 
haps a trifle impetuous. Only in boxing is it ‘bru- 
tality” to inflict injury, and only int .e ring is the rare 
accident of a death denounced as murder. It seems 
that there is a consensus of agreement between certain 
elements in our national life to decry the one pastime 
that affords strong men the supreme excitement of 
sport. 

Boxing is not for weaklings or for the gentlemen of 
the cosy corner and the samovar. It is for the men 
who stand on the firing line in life’s activities, and 
such have always supported and admired it. 

President Roosevelt is on record as being in favor of 
boxing, and during his term as Police Commissioner 
he saw @ number of slashing bouts and expressed him- 
self as de-lighted beyond measure. 

District Attorney Jerome has declared himself in 
favor of boxing and of a law allowing the sport under 
reasonable conditions. Jerome in the boxing days 
was a regular at the ringside, and even now, it is said, 
goes occasionally to witness private bouts at a certain 
athletic club. 

Mayor McClellan is a disciple of the Marquis of 
Queensberry, and isaclever amateur boxer. He de- 
lights in a well-fought contest, and would welcome a 
boxing law. 

A canvass of the clubs and the business section will 
show that everywhere among high-class business and 
professional men there is a general desire for the en- 
actment of a law making boxing once more possible in 
New York. 

So keen is the appetite for boxing that private fights 
innumerable are being held in New York city, and not 
a night goes by but stiff encounters occur. Despite the 
danger of raids and arrests, prominent men attend 
these clandestine matches, regretting always that they 
cannot enjoy their sport in the open, and railing at 
county legislators who have banned the one sport to 
which the metropolis takes kindly in its very heart 
and centre. 

New York wants boxing, and such a general demand 
as exists unmistakably cannot be denied much longer. 
A general movement, which will soon be well organ- 
ized. is on foot to secure the framing and the introduc- 
tion of a boxing bill at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 

The best policed metropolis in the world—London— 
permits unrestricted boxing, and it seems strange that 
New York should be barred from the practice of the 
most typical of our racial sports—one which has grafted 
vigorously upon more than one of the fureign elements 
of our national life, and found its champions in races 
which at home do not know the glove at all, Boxing 
needs no defense, but it does need common sense, or- 
ganized support, and no six-round bouts.
